High school 
principal resigns

Wilmington High School principal 
Paul Fleming will leave the school 
system Friday, Sept. 29 to take the 
top post at Leominster High School, 
Fleming announced Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

Fleming, who began his twelfth 
year as WHS principal in August 
when school opened, cited "a lot of 
reasons" for making the change. 

"I'm ata point in my career where 
I'm looking for new challenges," he 
stated. 

Leominster High School, with 
approximately 1,500 students, has 
more than double the enrollment of 
WHS. Leominster also boasts 13 
vocational shops. Fleming said his 
new school, "because of its size and 
structure will present new and 
intresting challenges,” 

Wilmington Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Geraldine O'Donnell 
said it is characteristic of principals 
to seek larger schools to administer. 
Part of the reason for that she said, 
is a wider access to resources and a 
larger support staff. Leominster, 
for instance, has two vice-princi- 
pals, compared to Wilmington's 
one. 

"This was a very positive 
development for [Fleming] on a 
professional level," O'Donnell 
stated, 

O'Donnell said a search for a 
full-time replacement for Fleming 
will be led by school business 
manager Peter Rock. For the time 
being, vice-principal Ed Woods has 
been named acting principal. 

Woods, who is a 1962 graduate of 
Wilmington High, has been a 
teacher and administrator in the 
Wilmington school system for 26 
years, teaching at the elementary, 
middle and high school levels 
before becoming vice-principal of 
the high school under Fleming 11 
years ago. 

Woods, who said he is undecided 
if he will vie for the full-time 
principal's position, said right now 
he is focusing on making a smooth 
transition in the wake of Fleming's 
departure. 

"It's a challenge, there's no doubt 
about it," he said. "We'll want to 
make sure everything keeps going 
smoothly. Paul [Fleming] has 
initiated a lot of [programs]; it's my 
duty to improve upon them and 
carry them on." 

For now, while mulling over 
school programs and the recently 
passed Education Reform Act, 
Woods seems most taken with the 
fact that in two weeks he will be in 
charge of his former high school. 

"It's kind of a funny thing to be 
acting principal of the high school 
you graduated from," said Woods, 
who added that the students have 
been very encouraging, offering 
their vice-principal good luck in his 
new post. 

For Fleming, the change of 
scenery offered a chance for him to 
reflect on an 11-year career in 
Wilmington, 

"I'm incredibly proud of my 
accomplishments here," he said. "I 
think I've made a huge contribution 
to Wilmington and I think I've 
learned a lot from Wilmington." 

Fleming said he is proud of the 
“well-ordered, respectful school" 
he administers. "It's about as 
private a public school as I've ever 
seen," he said.

Fleming said that he fashioned 
curriculum and disciplinary guides 
for WHS while principal and also 
saw the school proudly through a 
structural addition, during which 
not one day of school was lost, and 
through the grueling football camp 
hazing incident that grabbed 
national attention. 


"I will yeasure forever the 
hundreds and hundreds of personal 
and public involvements I have had 
with the town's wonderful bright 
decent young people," Fleming 
wrote in a letter to the editor. 


"They have been unusual in their 
spirit of cooperativeness which in 
turn has allowed all of us to live in 
an academic community which has 
featured order and respect and 
many smiles. I will always treasure 
their memory." 

Before coming to WHS in 1984, 
Fleming was vice-principal of 
Plymouth-Carver High School, in 
Plymouth, Mass., a teacher, coach 
and social studies department head 
at Westboro (Mass.) High School 
and prior to that a teacher and coach 
at Bellingham (Mass.) High School. 


By-law committee studies 
town meeting attendance

After last April's poorly attended 
Annual Town Meeting, for which 
the starting quorum of 150 persons 
took nearly 45 minutes to 
materialize, Town Moderator Jim 
Stewart approached the board of 
selectmen with a plea that the board 
help drum up patrons for annual 
town business. 

At the selectmen's meeting, 
several alternatives to the current 
meeting setup were proposed and in 
the end the board gave the task of 
looking into changes to the by-law 
study committee. 

That committee, comprised of 
Chairman Bernard Nally, Town 
Clerk Kay Scanlon, Jim Banda, 
Walter Kaminski and board of 
selectmen liaison Bob Cain, held its 
first working meeting Monday 
night at Town Hall and left after 
close to two hours with a plan to 
solicit input from the public. 

The problem was that no one 
showed up to the meeting held to try 
to figure out why no one is showing 
up at the big meeting. There were 
two residents presents, one being 
Selectman Jim Rooney, the other 
being Rita Strow, who was there to 
address a separate issue but 
contributed to the town meeting 
debate as well. Her remedy? Move 
to a representative form of town 

for improving 
attendance. 

Cain was of the impression that 
nothing really can be done, at least 
not by the by-law study committee. 

"I'm personally of the opinion that 
{town meeting format] is working," 
he said. “Other than having articles 
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that are controversial, I don't know 
how you can get people there. 

Some™ of the suggestions, 
nevertheless, are: 

+ Change the day of the meeting 
from Saturday to two or three 
weeknights. 

* Move the date of the meeting 
earlier or later in the calendar year 
to avoid conflicts with school 
vacations and holidays. 

+ Change the 10:30 a.m. starting 
time. 

+ Change to a representative town 
meeting. 

«Handle budget articles on 
Saturday and petition articles on 
weeknights. 

+ Eliminate the starting quorum of 
150 persons. Two years ago, 
Annual Town Meeting voted to 
eliminate a quorum after the 
meeting had begun with at least 150 
persons. One voter threatened to 
kill that vote and the rest of the 
meeting by challenging the quorum 
at the time. At last year's meeting, 
there was only a starting quorum. 

The committee said it would mail 
these suggestions in the form of a 
survey to residents along with the 
January 1996 census forms. 

Currently the committee is 
working on that survey and would 
like input from the citizenry. Any 
suggestions for how town meeting 
attendance could be approved would 
be welcomed at Town Hall by the 
committee. 

Of course, if Monday's attendance 
is any indication, the townspeople 
might just be content with the way 
things are run now; or, they might 
not care.

tackles sidewalk safety

The Wilmington School Com- 
mittee held an emergency meeting 
Tuesday night at the Roman House 
to discuss a remedy for yet another 
transportation dilemma for the 
school system, this one involving 
the safety of children walking along 
Salem Sweet from the Tewksbury- 
Wilmington town line to the North 
Intermediate School. 

While the route is equipped with 
sidewalks, two sets of railroad 
tracks cross Salem Street about 
one-tenth of a mile apart. The set 
closest to the school is gated and 
because of recently passed 
legislation effecting Wilmington, 
trains do not blow warning whistles 
at that or other gated crossings in 
town. 

But the biggest safety concern 
comes from the heavy and swift 
moving automobile traffic on the 
street - Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Geraldine O'Donnell labeled 
the road a “commuter thruw. 
Brush lining the street and 
deteriorating sidewalks further 
compound the safety issue 

A safety commission comprised of 
Wilmington Police Safety Officer 
Bob Shelley, North Intermediate 
principal Doug Anderson, school 
transportation coordinator Jim 
Gillis and school business manager 
Peter Rock determined that there 
was a bona fide safety problem and 
that that problem would only 
worsen with winter, when snow and 
ice would give students less room 
and cars less traction. 

While the optimum solution would 
be another bus to carry the 41 North 
Intermediate students in the Salem 


Street area to school, the school 
committee seemed doubtful it would 
be able to secure the approximately 
$27,000 needed. 

Instead, Rock suggested hiring a 
crossing guard to monitor both 
railroad crossings, while asking 
police to step up speed surveillance 
on Salem Street. Rock also 
introduced the possibility of secur- 
ing the services of a "snow bus, 
which would run from the first 
snow until March 1. 

"We know there's an issue there," 
Rock said. "We need help from the 
police, we could use a-crossing 
guard and a snow bus would 
certainly help." 

Rock said he sent a letter to Chief 
of Police Bobby Stewart with his 
request, and the school committec 
indicated it would follow up with a 
letter of its own. The commitice 
also said it would send letters to the 
DPW and to Rep. James Miceli for 
help in expediting sidewalk repairs 
in the area 

Gillis, who made it clear the 
school system needs more money to 
handle the situation ideally, said he 
will work with existing buses to uy 
to solve the problem. 

"It’s up to the school committee to 
tell the town ‘hey, we need more 
money for education and transpor- 
tation,” Gillis said. 

The most discussed solution 
involves using the high school bus 
that already services the Salem 
Sweet area. 

That bus starts its route at the 
North Intermediate, travels up 
Salem and then back past the school 


to the high school. Gillis said it 
would be no problem accommo- 
dating the 41 intermediate school 
students on the high school bus in 
the morning, but that he would have 
to check numbers to see if the 
afternoon route would be over- 
loaded by the addition - a problem 
he anticipates 

The other snag comes in that the 
high school opens a half hour before 
the North, Students riding the high 
school bus to the North would 
arrive for school sometime between 
7:00 and 7:20 a.m. for a 7:50 start 
Anderson suggested the hiring of a 
monitor to watch the students who 
arrive early. Parents have raised no 
objections to this plan, as long as the 
safety issues are addressed. 

This latest fiscal crunch for the 
school department comes while the 
system is poised to receive $149,000 
in local aid via special town meeting 
in December. Those funds, the 
school committee indicated, will 
make it nearly impossible for the 
school department to ask the town 
for monies beyond that allocation 

But O'Donnell said Tuesday that 
about $100,000 of the money is 
already allocated, including funds 
used to hire a second grade teacher 
for the Woburn Street School. 

O'Donnell said that in addition she 
will recommend that the school 
committee hire an additional math 
teacher for the high school, where 
she said algebra class sizes stand at 
35 pupils. She will also recommend 
that a technology teacher, for use at 
both intermediate schools, be hired 
to alleviate the current burden on 
the schools’ librarian

For many years, a defined 
benefit retirement plan seemed 
custom-made for small companies, 
especially those with only one or 
two employees.

Lubbers Brook named before Wilmington 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

Lubbers Brook and the Hundred 
Acre Meadow are the two principle 
water flow areas of Wilmington. 
During the past 40 years this writer 
has discussed this from time to time. 

Lubbers Brook was so named long 
before there was a Town of 
Wilmington. It is a word which is 
spelled in the plural, and without an 
apostrophe to acknowledge any 
particular possessive categories. 
The brook starts in Billerica and 
flows as a moderate stream down to 
join others and form the Ipswich 
River. That happens in a large area, 
contained mostly in Wilmington, 
which is called The Hundred Acre 
Meadow. 

The Hundred Acre Meadow 
happens to include a part of Reading 
and a part of North Reading. 

There are three more brooks in 
Wilmington. Foster's Pond, which 
is mostly in North Reading, has a 
brook which flows through North 
Wilmington to join the other 
streams, and there is a small stream 
near what is now Wilmington 
center, the name of which is 
forgotten by the writer at this time. 

All four streams were utilized in 
days gone by for water power, to 
run mills. 

Lubbers Brook flows near what is 
now termed Silver Lake, but which 
was known as Sandy Pond in 
colonial days. Water flowed from 
that pond across what is now Main 
Street and Williams Avenue, back in 
the early days, But a dam was built 
which became Main Sweet, and the 


the mills which had been construc- 
ted on Lubbers Brook, above Glen 
Road. It was about four acres in 
area, and to a degree, still remains, 
below the present town hall. 

In the 1920s it was operated by a 
man named Winn, from Winches- 
ter. Mr. Winn also owned the forest 
near the present Wilmington Town 
Hall, and a "cranberry house,” 
which he used each fall as he picked 
the berries. 

Lubbers Brook in those days was 
the springtime home of perch, 
which would swim upstream to 
Silver Lake to lay eggs. Whether 
or not there are perch today is an 
open question. 

A mill was constructed about 1703 
off Middlesex Avenue in Wilming- 
ton, The home of that miller was 
later that of the Rev. Mr. Morrill, 
first clergyman of the town. That 
home still exists. A second mill was 
constructed, many years later, a 
little upstream, near Middlesex 
Avenue. 

The Maple Meadow Brook crosses 
Lowell Street and flows to the place 
in the Hundred Acre Meadow where 
it meets the other streams, 

It had a small cranberry bog, a 
place which might still be producing 


waters of Sandy Pond flowed 


through a ditch to Lubbers Brook to 
furnish water power for a mill 
which was constructed just 
upstream of what is now Glen Road. 

And, in the 1880s, the name of 
Sandy Pond was changed, probably 
by realxestate operators, to Silver 
Lake, 

Lubbers Brook, too, was utilized 
to create cranberry bogs. The first 
is off Shawsheen Avenue, and it still 
produces those berries, but only a 
small amount, It was a commercial 
project as early as 1793. This writer 
has forgotten the name of the man 
who ran it, but it was probably 
Thompson. 

James Thompson was one of the 
men who dammed what is now 
Silver Lake, He built the house at 
the Tewksbury line, on Main Street, 
in 1720 and was the early school 
teacher in Wilmington, after 1730. 
Thompson came from Elm Street in 
Woburn, and it was to an address on 
Elm Street to which those early 
cranberrics were delivered. One 
can assume that the person who did 
this was named Thompson. 

Another cranberry bog was put in, 
many years later, downstream from 


cranberries, down near the Woburn 
line, and there were several 
sawmills, up in the hills, where 
Wilmington and Burlington meet. 
Ed Nelson Eames, a photographer 
in Wilmington about 1900, and later 
a selectman, once photographed a 
party of Wilmington residents who 
went up into those hills to look at the 
ruins of the mill. 

Lubbers Brook, for the last 10 
years, has been the source of a 
puzzle to this writer. Look up 
stream from Middlesex Avenue, 
and one would see a lot of dead 
trees! 

What caused the trees to die? 

The answer was discovered by this 
writer about a month ago, while 
seated in a chair at Ralph's Barber 
Shop in North Wilmington. 

Sand and trash had been pulled out 
of Lubbers Brook, downstream 
from Middlesex Avenue, by town 
employees. There was quite a pile to 
be seen from that barber chair! 

Wilmington for the past half 
dozen years has had a program of 
bettering the streets, and of laying 
sidewalks in those areas in which 
pupils walk to school. The streets 
are now much better, thank you! 

Middlesex Avenue is one which

Asters & Musings 


by Jackie Leszczak-Stone 

Our garden centers are full of 
colorful, late additions to our 
gardens. Hardy mums (chrysanthe- 
mums) are most commonly 
available but many other good fall 
bloomers can also add to the fall 
display. 

The aster is the queen of my late 
season perennial beds. It is also 
heartening to see that our wild New 
England Aster (Aster novi-angliae) 
has survived the drought and is 
filling meadows with its white or 
blue blossoms, Wild asters have 
given rise to an enormous variety of 
very hardy, fall blooming hybrids. 
Right now several tall varieties are 
in full bloom in my garden 
including the four foot tall 
September Ruby. Another tall 
choice is the Harrington's Pink with 
its double petals and cool yellow 
center. 

My two favorites among the tall 
asters are the Boltonia (an aster 


relative) called Snow Bank and the 
aster called Monti Casino. Snow 
Bank is a tall, upright and reliable 
plant with gray blue foliage, that is 
covered in small white daisies. 
Monti Casino is also hardy here but 
is often scen as a cut flower in the 
florist trade. It is covered in tiny 
white daisies all fall that make a 
great addition to a bouquet. 

Dwarf asters are just as hardy and 
as colorful. The varieties Purple 
Dame and blue Michaelmas Daisy 
are excellent additions to the front 
of a perennial border. 

Just a few other garden notes: I 
have noticed that one dastardly plant 
has flourished through the dry 
summer months. Poison Ivy is 
everywhere and seems healthier and 
more lush than almost anything else. 
So watch out while walking the dog 
- the roadsides are rampant with 
patches of this toxic plant. 


Is your lawn showing signs of 


wear? If you gave up sometime 
during August's heat, now is a good 
time to try to repair some of the 
damage. Jut spread some grass seed 
on those bare spots and gently rake 
in the seeds to deter the birds. The 
fall rain (keep praying for more) 
and the cool weather will give the 
seeds a chance to set roots before the 
soil freezes. 

Lastly - it was a great summer! 
Not for the garden, or our water 
bills. But it was certainly not like 
any New England summer | have 
sver experienced. None of that if 
you don't like the weather,wail a 
minute stuff. You had to like the 
weather. It was terrific! But this fall 
the giant pumpkins will be smaller 
than normal. The apple harvest will 
not break any records. And the trees 
will keep a record of the drought in 
their rings for posterity. Pity the 
poor trees. They suffered while we 
played.

But, in the 
winter, sand is still spread on the 
highways of Wilmington. 

And, from that barber's chair one 
could see sand and other debris 
hauled out of Lubbers Brook. The 
brook had been flooded by the sand 
which blocked the flow of water. 
No wonder the trees had died. They 
had been flooded to death! 

The Hundred Acre Meadow has 
now had two roads constructed 
across it. 

The first was about 1700, by 
Andover residents who wanted a 
road to Boston. They were aided, 
one can guess, by the local residents 
of this town, The road was named 
the Andover Road. 

But a Wilmington town mecting 
over 100 years ago changed a large 
part of that road to Woburn Street! 
It crosses the Ipswich River near the 
home of an early settler named 
Jenkins. And ever since the bridge 
has had the name of Jenks! 

There is also another bridge, half 
a mile down stream. It was 
constructed when Interstate 93 was 
built, in 1956. 

And, in the middle of the Hundred 
Acre Meadow the Ipswich River 
now has two bridges under which it 
must travel!

Health plans 

When choosing a Medicare 
approved Health Maintenance 
Organization (HMO), one must 
remember Medicare does not pay 
100 percent for most health care 
services, thus elders who have 
Medicare coverage can still have 
high health care cost. Medicare does 
not cover prescription drugs, has a 
deductible for hospital coverage and 
covers only 80 percent of a doctor 
bill. This means that Medicare pays 
the HMO to be your health care 
provider. One might also be paying 
the HMO money to get additional 
coverage of prescription drugs, 
enrollment fees and co-payment 
amounts. Medicare pays the HMO 
the same amount for anyone who 
signed up for the HMO in the same 
service area regardless of how

many services one actually uses. 
When one is healthy and use little 
service, the HMO gets paid, the 
same amount they get when illness 
strikes and more services are 
needed. 

This kind of an HMO is called a 
tisk contract or a risk based HMO. 
Most HMO's in Mass. are risk 
based. When you sign up with an 
HMO you are signing up to receive 
all your Medicare services through 
the HMO. You still have your 
Medicare card, but Medicare wilt 
not cover your care unless you go 
through the HMO or risk based 
Medicare HMO you signed up for. 
You must get prior approval from 
your primary care doctor in your 
HMO. If you’ do not get prior 
approval from your HMO primary 
doctor, neither Medicare or the 
HMO will pay for the services. You 
will be responsible for any care you 
received outside your HMO. 

Those considering an HMO, ask 
many questions, Make sure that the 
HMO is Medicare approved. Ask 
what happens if you need care out of 
the HMO's covered area, etc. 

Any senior spending a certain 
amount of time in another state 
during the year would be wise not to 
take an HMO, that will not cover 
you when you are not in the HMO's 
covered area.

Wildcats surrender 14-0 lead to go 0-2 in 
first two Cape Ann League games

For the first two-and-a-half 
quarters Saturday at Triton, the 
Wilmington Wildcats football team, 
enjoying the newfound level playing 
fields of the Cape Ann League, 
dominated a ground battle with the 
Triton Vikings, before getting 
torched through the air for three 
fourth quarter touchdowns and a 
22-14 loss. 

Despite encountering teams of 
equal size on both the sidelines and, 
more important, the offensive and 
defensive lines in the first two 
weeks, the Cats have started the 
season 0-2. While we now know 
Triton - which sports the same 
colors as Wilmington - is no 
Newburyport, the game showed 
considerable improvement for 
Wilmington, who took a 7-0 lead 
into halftime and made it 14-0 early 
in the second half. 

Things started out well for 
Wilmington but quickly looked 
painfully familiar. Junior running 
backs Sean Kerrigan and Billy 
Harrison took the ball 33 yards on 
the game's first three plays from 
scrimmage before Kerrigan 
coughed it up at the Triton 46. 

But the Wilmington D held and 
after trading punts, Wilmington 
blocked one near the end of the first 
quarter. On fourth-and-five from 
the Triton 36, senior Mike O'Toole 
roared in from the left side and 
blocked the kick, recovered by 
sophomore Tim Gillis at the 25. Six 
plays later, the Cats were faced with 
a third-and-15 from the Triton 18 
and looked as if they might blow the 
blocked punt opportunity. 

But on the passing down, the 
Wilmington coaching staff put in a 
little surprise. Quarterback Tim 
Gillis dropped back behind 
Kerrigan and then tucked the ball 
around and into his fullback's arms 
for a trick draw play. Kerrigan ran 
the 18 yards and added the extra 
point kick to account for 
Wilmington's first seven points of 
1995 21 seconds into their sixth 
quarter of play. 

Three plays after the ensuing 
kick-off, sophomore Jamie Camp- 
bell, who played solidly all after- 
noon on defense and special teams, 
ripped the ball away from Triton 
senior running back Denis Cham- 
pagne, who would eventually chew 
up 102 yards on the ground, For 
the second consecutive drive, 
Wilmington began on the enemy's 
25-yard line, but this time, they 
stalled and turned the ball over on 
downs at the Triton 24. 

Triton gained just five yards 
before attempting another punt. 
O'Toole roared in again, but this 
time missed the ball and got the 
kicker. The 5-yard infraction set up 
a fourth-and-inches for Triton, who 
pitched the ball to junior running 
back Adam Atherton. The Wil- 
mington line held and Campbell 
knocked the pile back for a 
four-yard loss. (Atherton would 
lose 15 yards on the ground in this 
one, but catch seven passes for 100 
yards, including the game-winning 
touchdown, while adding two 
two-point conversion catches.) 
Once again Wilmington set up shop 
in Triton territory. 

On the next series, Wilmington 
got a yard out of Harrison and then 
two poor throws from Gillis 
intended for Kerrigan and then 
senior tight end Brian Carroll. On 
third-and-15, Gillis had his brother, 
junior Rich Gillis open at the goal 
line. But the only thing better than 
the throw was the defense of 
Triton's Matt Bazirgan, who tipped 
the ball away with a spectacular play 
and who at quarterback would later 
throw for three Triton TDs. 

Wilmington moved the ball and 
gave themselves opportunities in the 
first half, while allowing Triton 
only as far as the Wildcat 36-yard 
line. In that instance, junior Matt 
Haskamp - who with Campbell 


ilmington ran 32 plays 
over the first two 
46 of the total plays 


were run in Triton territory, 
including 33 in a row at one stretch. 

Triton looked like a beaten team 
coming out for the second half, and 
Wilmington jumped all over them, 
forcing another fumble, this one 
recovered by freshman Mike 
Gennetti at the Triton 21. On 
third-and-10 from that very spot, 
Harrison took a pitch left, appeared 
stopped at the 10 by about five 
defenders, broke free, applied a 
couple of nifty moves and took the 
ball in down the sideline. Kerrigan 
kick, 14-0, no problem, right? 

Triton, on its next possession, got 
to the 16-yard line on a 52-yard run 
by Champagne, but the Wildcat 
defense dug in. Campbell stopped 
Champagne for no gain and 
Haskamp snuffed a reverse for a 
4-yard loss. 

But after a Wilmington punt to its 
own 39, the Cats never got back on 
track. Senior co-captain Tom 
Burke and Gennetti stopped the next 
drive on four downs and just two 
yards, but Wilmington couldn't get 
anywhere either, and a wild punt 
snap gave Triton the ball at the 
Wildcat 13-yard line just before the 
start of the fourth quarter. 

A play after what appeared to be a 
diving interception at the goal line 
for Harrison, Bazirgan evaded a 
tough Wilmington pass rush and 
found senior end Adam Foss in the 
back of the end zone for six points. 
A fake kick would yield a two-point 
pass play and Triton had cut the lead 
to 14-8 with most of a quarter to go. 

Wilmington battled back with an 
1l-play, five-minute drive that 
featured a 22-yard run on the first 
play and a huge 16-yard rambler on 
fourth-and-six, both by Harrison. 
But the Cats gave the ball up on 
downs at the Vike's 32 and Triton 
marched the 68 yards they needed in 
nine plays, capped by a 9-yard toss 
to senior end Jason Maguire from 
Bazirgan off a bootleg right, in 1:53 
to tie the game at 14. In about the 
only mistake he made all quarter, 


Bazirgan missed the kick, which 
preserved the tie. 

Wilmington came back again with 
a 17-yard kick-off return from 
Campbell to his own 32. Gillis 
promptly completed a pass over the 
middle to his older brother for 17 
yards and a first down at the 
Wilmington 49. And that is from 
where the game would end. Two 
incompletions and a sack later, 
Wilmington punted and Bazirgan 
returned it 9 yards to the Triton 39. 

A 9-yard Champagne run brought 
up second-and-one and a pass that 
was broken up by Harrison. On 
third-and-one Champagne was short 
by two inches, but on fourth-and- 
inches from his own 48, Bazirgan 
ran a bootleg for three yards and a 
first down at the Wilmington 49. 

Triton called a timeout, and on the 
their next play Bazirgan hit a wide 
open Atherton on the left side for 
the game-winner with 42 seconds 
remaining. Wilmington got off 
three plays (two incompletions and 
a sack) before time ran out on them. 

“It makes me sick just thinking 
about that game," head coach Gerry 
Sullivan said. "We outplayed them 
for three quarters and then 
everything collapsed in the fourth 
quarter. It was like the wheel fell 
off the wagon and the other three 
went with it.” 

Sullivan said he wasn't sure if his 
team got cocky or just complacent 
with the two touchdown lead, but he 
was certain they just didn't execute 
well in any aspect of the game over 
the final 10 minutes. 

Ipswich comes to town Saturday at 
1:30 for Wilmington's Homecom- 
ing game. Ipswich brings a 2-0 
league record, in which they've 
outscored their opponents 67-6, into 
Alumni Stadium. 

"We have our work cut out for 
us,” Sullivan said.

State trail crosses Tewksbury

Once upon a time, people had but 
one way to get from Point A to 
Point B. 

We walked. It worked. 

From a jaunt to the neighbor's 
cave to borrow a cup of mastadon 
grease to an outright migration to 
find green pastures for the winter, 
we put one foot in front of the other 
and went places, 

Later came the horse. In spite of 
the improvement folks still walked 
to where they were going, because 
not everyone could afford to keep a 
late-model 1895 Morgan in the 
barn. Horses shared the road with 
people, and all was good. It might 
have taken two days to walk in to 
Boston, but you could always count 
on getting there. 

When trains came on the scene, 
we were no longer able to share the 
road with our primary mode of 
transportation. Of course, the train 
didn't go everywhere, so side roads 
still belonged to pedestrians. 

Then came the car -- King Auto -- 
and the past went out the window. 
We quit walking once we learned to 
twist the key. 

Roads were widened and paved 
and given exclusively to King Auto. 
No more walking, no more horses 
The car owns all roads. Take Glen 
Road in Wilmington, or Whipple 
Road in Tewksbury, for example. 
Busy roads, no room to walk. 

Today, getting from one location 
to another today means driving. If 
we can't drive, we ain't goin’. A 
walk from, say, Plum Island to the 
Cape is out of the question. 

Or is it? 

There is a plan in the works for a 
footpath, stretching 200 miles from 
Plum Island to Duxbury on the 
south shore. Portions of the path 
are in place, negotiations are going 
on for others, and parts of the trail 
are little more than dreams at this 
stage. Still, the "Bay Circuit Trail” 
gets closer to reality daily. 

Part of the Bay Circuit Trail runs 
through Tewksbury, known as the 
Wamesit Loop Trail, and the trail 
through Tewksbury is said to be the 
prettiest portion of the footpath. 

Care to see the trail? Saturday is 
your chance! To publicize the trail 
network the Bay Circuit Alliance is 
holding Trek VII, a series of small 
hikes - open to the public - to show 
off the program. 

Trek VII began September 9, at 
the dedication of the Eliza Little 
Trail between Newburyport and 
Newbury. Trek VII ends October 
to Livingston. Folks from the Bay 
Circuit Alliance, the Appalachian 
Mountain Club and the Wamesit 
Loop Trail will be handy to answer 
any possible questions.

MVNS also offers a free 
"house call" to Melrose resi- 
dents with a newborn at home 
by a maternal-child health 
nurse, through its Welcome, 
Baby! program.

That's how Brandon's mom, 
Michelle, found out about the 
immunization service, when the 
Ore family lived in Melrose, and 
Brandon was born. ‘Though 
they've moved, she's come back 
because of the care she received, 
and the price: $10 for a visit and 
immunization when they lived in 
Melrose, $15 since they moved 
out of the city. The fee is lower 
for Melrose residents because a 
long ago financial bequest to the 
agency required that the monies 
be used specifically to benefit 
Melrose residents.

when he’s sick. Her former 
insurance deductible was 
extremely high; having access 
to the WCHS helped her keep 
Brandon's immunizations up to 
date. 

That's exactly why MVNS 
offers this service, especially for 
parents who have no insurance 
coverage, or who have high 
deductibles for well child care 
or who are new to the area and 
have not yet chosen a doctor for 
their child. 

Ore also comes back to 
WCHS because "I like the way I 
was treated," Mrs. Ore said, by 
the WCHS pediatrician and 
nurse. 

MVNS has offered well child 
care since the agency was start- 
ed in 1924. Since then, the 
agency has continued to develop 


programs to better meet chil- 
dren's and adults' health care 
needs, and to keep them healthy 
in the first place. Such as the 
Adult Wellness Service, where 
all adults, but especially seniors, 
can get a "Wellness check" and 
ask health related questions of 
MVNS nurses. And the new 
Maternal Early Discharge 
Program (MOM). MOM pro- 
vides nursing and baby oriented 
home health aide services for 
new moms coming home from 
the hospital after a maternity 
stay. Many insurance plans 
cover the MVNS MOMS pro- 
gram.

A homicide detective, played 
with understated anger by 
Harvey Keitel, doesn’t buy it. 
His partner (John Turturro) 
wants to accept the confession 
and move on to the next body, 
but Keitel pushes for an investi- 
gation that brings with it dire 
consequences for everyone 
involved. : 

Extremely well-written, the 
movie doesn’t hand us the usual 
bunch of characters from cen- 
tral casting, but multi-faceted 
individuals who are just trying 
to live their lives and do their 
jobs. Each major character has 
more than one side to him. 
Strike isn’t quite the cold-blood- 
ed dealer of death he likes to 
think he is, while brother Victor 
is not as strong as he pretends. 
And Keitel's hardened detective 
does the decent thing when he 
can. 

Even the drug king (Delroy 
Lindo) has a personality. He’s 
vicious but not in that ven- 
omous, murderous fashion so 
often portrayed in film. He’s 
clever and deadly, but he has a 
life, and a best friend, and he 
wants his drug runners to learn 
to save their money. He’s not 
nice, or likable, but he’s interest- 
ing. 

The film is carefully woven 
with nuance and emotional 
intensity that ranges from deep 
humiliation] to abject fear. By 
the time the unexpected ending 
unwinds, Strike is having what 
he thinks is the worst day of his 
life, but the audience may not be 
so sure. Like most everything in 
this flick, even Strike’s fate is 
original to this genre. 

Co-writers Lee and Richard 
Price did a masterful job of cap- 
turing the unforgiving nature of 
the drug business. They present 
this harsh American reality with 
all its ugly faces showing, from

the big drug money earned by 
kids who think they have no 
future to the cops who care, 
despite their disillusionment. 

Though Lee paints his cine- 
matic canvas with streams of 
blood and gritty violence, he 
makes a point. Unlike other 
movies, when someone is shot in 
“Clockers”, they do not get up. 
No one dodges bullets with 
superhuman strength. Lee takes 
that violence a step further by 
showing you bullet wounds, up 
close and personal. 

He has become a mature 
filmmaker at this stage in his 
career, and his manner has 
become smoother. and less 
obtrusive. While his technique 
got in the way in “Crooklyn”, it 
is neatly incorporated into this 
film. The pacing is fast and the 
energy never lags. Lee’s camera 
tricks really enhance the frenzy 
of the story in its final act 
instead of getting in the way, 
which has been a problem for 
him in the past.
